Hundreds ot men with the armed forces In 
foreign lands will not bo liera co vote, to be 
sure, and hundreds of others vorklnK on out- 
of-state war production will not liave gone to 
the trouble of voting absentee ballots. But 
even taking all that Into account, interest In 
the election among those remaining at home 
shows but Uttle enthuslum. 

Whether we roallie It or not, thla la a seri- 
ous situation because It demonstrates that 
. the American people, even though thoy are 
now faced with the sreatest peril In tholr 
country's history, have not yet learned their 
lesson. 

From morning until night, in every town 
and village In Idaho, one ticars a conttnuoua 
round of criticism of our government and 
various phases of the war effort. While con- 
structive criticism Is ity no means un- 
American, the fundamental principle ot our 
democracy Is foiling to function when such 
.criticism is not accompanied by an equally 
spirited interest in an approaching election. 
' For some strange reason, too many ot ub 
take the attitude our democracy Is something 
that has been forced upon us. We criticize 
the government and oftlclola tn publlo office, 
as If they constituted some sort of dictator- 
ship. Instead of admitting that we ourselves 
are the ones responsible for maUng our gov- 
ernment what It la. 

Too many of us are defeatlaUi at heart. 
Weill soy there's no- such, thing as a real 
democracy: that otter all the people have 
little to do with running tbo countiy. We'll 
pass the buck to "Oeorge" Instead of doing 
the Job ourselves, and let others moke the 
sacrifices. 

In times .of peace we are so satisfied with 
our privileges and advantages, so intoxicated' 
with our prosperity, so aelllahly preoccupied 
that we Ignore our individual responaibillUes 
as American citizens to maintain the type of 
government that will keep this democracy 
olive. And when an emergency arises, wo 
are quick to blame someone else for our gov- 
ernment's weaknesses liutead of condemning 
ourselves for our own IndUfcronce and lack 
of foresight. 

It we're not terribly concerned with what 
becomes of our country, that's a different 
story. But if we have any idea that this 
. democrocy of ours will remain Intact ond 
stand the test of time without the people in- 
dlvlduolly and collectively guiding Its des- 
tiny, we're decidedly dertllct In our thlnklng.- 

Thia we should bear In ihlnd. A democracy 
Isn't something that Just happened. Usually 
It represents bloodshed, suff erlnff, tears and 
toll on the part ot those who had the deter- 
mination to be a free people. And once such 
a democracy ts established, that la no guar- 
■ antce that it's invulnerable to those predators 
who would tear it dovm to Its very founda- 
tions for obvious reasons. 

Remember It's votes, not words, that elect 
or defeat Individuals for public office. Keep 
that In mind when the polls open In Idaho 
Tuesday. And don't overlook the fact that 
now. more than ever betore, we need the 
most capable public officials available to pro- 
tect our common Interests. 

Vote OS you wish, but appraise all candi- 
dates carefully before malting any decision. 
The best you can select wlU bo none too good 
to cope with our present emergency. 
. That's the way — and the only way— you can 
help to moke our democracy function. Those 
who fall to vote don't even deaerve the right 
to criticize.

Programs are so amntiurlsh that private tranamlt- 
tlng agencUa object to handling them without an- 
nounclns that the; are ipomored by our government. 
Such a dlscloiura tends to destroy their value. But 
both the Donovan and Davla offices, which Jointly 
aupervlse the actltlty, imtal that oratorlcat and mu- 
sical menus be dUtied out without any Identification 
tsE.

BTRIFE—The Puerto lUcan Incident hlghllalits the 
almoat forgotten 'fact that the old combat between 
certain New Deal coUecUvlsU and Uio forces ol pri- 
vate enterprise la lUU being waged behind the scenes 
at the capital. Despite their abeorpUon In the emer- 
gency effort the rival factions never miss a chance to 
advance their respective causes. 

Neither aide dares to uncover Its big guns at the 
moment for tear of antagonising pubUo opinion tiy a 
dlspUy of ulterior motlvea.

THE WAR TODAY

Russia and India dominated the 
war picture this week and tho newi 
from neither was good. 

The Ruulons to the south were 
driven relentlessly back by the 
cruahtog weight of superior Ger- 
man forces. As the Germans broke 
through to the Armavir sector ot 
the north Coucasus front on Satur- 
day, there was grave doubt that the 
Russians would bo able to hold the 
Maikop oil fields or the adjacent 
Black sea cout, todudtog the naval 
base of Novorosalak and the oil port 
of Tuapse, 

In India, events rapidly drew to 
climax. Little hope was held that 
Mohandas Oandht could be . 
vented from calltog a nation wide 
strike of dvU disobedience, with lis 
consequent effect on the allied war 
effort and the safety ot India, He 
mode a final, conciliatory effort on 
Soturday to persuade the British 
to his demand for todependence. 

Developments of the week to' 
eluded: 

On Sunday, the Russians put up 
stiff resistance to the region south 
and ioutheast of Rostov and fell 
back only slightly under conttoued 
German pressure. The Moscow radio 
broadcast a warning to Germany 
that Riuila, Brltato. and the United 
Statea had reached agreement on 
second front to 1013 and tliat 
Germany would be confronted with 
IS.OOOJJOO men, 85,000 tanks, 100,- 
000 guns, and ED,000 airplanes, Ger- 
man planes raided southeastern 
England, while British planes rang- 
ed over tha occupied regions. 

On Monday, tha Germans step- 
ped up their drive south of Itoetov 
and asserted they were approaching 
the Kuban river. Tha Gcrmana re- 
ported itrong Russian assaults to 
the Moscow and Lentofrad regions. 
German planes agato raided south- 
ern England, and a German plane 
dropped a fiw bombs on Iceland, 
m Ihi orient, American planes did 
conalderatile damage to a raid on 
Fucbov, to Elangal prtnrtoce. 

On Tuesday, tha Germans mads 
considerable gains to the Caucasus, 
driving . wlthto striking dlatance of 
the Baku railroad. London hs&rd 
reporta that the Germans, 
over the prospect at invasion of 
western Europe, had shifted 3,000,000 
elvlllani from the "tovaalon cone" 
so thty could not revolt to aid the 
allies. In London, the house of 
commons htld .a brief , secret ses- 
sion to bsor an Impcrrtant sovem- 
ment announcemant, but Iti nature 
was not rsvialed. The British ac- 
cused Oandhl of aspiring to nego- 
tlaU With Jspan If India attains 
todependence 

On Wednesday, the Russians re. 
treated furtber to the Caucasus and 
the Osrmahs said they had reached 
the Kuban rlvsr at one point. The 
Germans also gatoed to the Don 
bend, southwest of Staltograd. 
MaJ.'Oen. FUlett Bradley of ths 
U. B. anay air force arrived In 
Moscow wtui a message from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Premier ' Josef 
Stalto. Brltato fonnally renounced 
the ins Munich agreement, which 
gave Germany ths Sudeten area ot 
CiechotloraUa. Qandhl'i party 
leaden adopted a resolution pledg- 



ing that India would Joto the United 
Nations to the war If granted Im- 
hiedlate Independence, > 

bn Thursday, the Germans, con- 
ttoUlng their advance to the Cau- 
casus, reaching the rail Junction of 
Tlkhoretsk, where the Caucasus- 
Stalingrad line crosses tho Rostov- 
Baku Itoe. The Germaru gained 
allghlly eouthweat of Stalingrad, 
but were held to tho northwest of ml 
the city, 

The British made a sUablo raid 
on the German Ruhr, after a lull 
to night bombings caused by the 
weather. TTie Japanese reported 
they had occupied three groups of 
Islands In the Aretura sea, between 
Timor and New Guinea. 

On Friday, tho Russians were 
forced back olmost to Armavir, only. 
SO nUlta from the Maikop oil fields. 
It was reported In London that an 
Important conference on Russia^ 
military situation and second front 
poulbllltles, was opened In Moscow, 
with Important American. British, 
and other United Natlona person- 



Ruhr munitions center, employing ■ 
probably 300 or more planes. United 
States planes made a successful at- 
tack on a Japanese airdrome near 
Canton and on the Japanese base 
at Rabaul, New Britain.

Things have changed so 
much that what was sufficient for 
us all In 1014 Is notlUng to write' 
home to Uic follu about In 1043. 
So let's sny that parity for the farm' 
er, the laborer, the butcher, Ihi 
bnkcr, the candlc-itlck maker, and 
even tlie fellows with money, la tlint 
portion of tlic national Income that 
is In direct proportion to their i 
tributlon to the production of that 
Income.
